BOSTON, 
Aug. 4. — (UP) — 


Newell Paige Sherman, former 
choir singer and scoutmaster, was 
electrocuted today for murdering 
his young wife for the love of a 
17-year-old girl. 


The girl, Esther Magill, 
who 


said at his trial that ahe never 
intended marrying him, worked 
her regular hours at a factory 
yesterday and spent the evening 
at the home of an aunt in Wor- 
cester. 


She did not sign a petition for 


clemency that 51 others of the 
factory workers sent to Gov. 
James M. Curley. The governor 
refused clemency and Sherman's 
lawyers exhausted their last re- 
source last night in a futile appeal 
to Justice Louis L. Brandeis of 
the supreme court on constitution- 
al grounds. 


Sherman entered the execution 


chamber at 12:02 a. m. one minute 
later Executioner Robert Elliott, 
who serves six states, pulled his 
switch. At 12:09 two guards lift- 
ed 
Sherman's 
240-pound 
bulk 


from the chair and carried it out. 


He went to death with no com- 


ment on his crime. At his trial 
he repudiated a confession in 
which he had said that on a night 
a year ago he intentionally over- 
turned a canoe on Lake Single- 
tary, pushed and trampled his 
much smaller wife under water, 
and left her to drown while he 
swam to shore and reported an 
"accident." 


He did it, he said in the confes- 


sion, because his wife suspected 
the extent of his infatuation for 
Miss 
Magill and threatened to 


cause trouble, and he wished to 
marry the younger girl. 


They had two young children, 


who now live with their grand- 
parents.

A decision on whether to sta rt 
the purchasing program a t once 
is exp>ected at the conference in 
which Jesse W. Tapp, chairm an 
of the agriculture departm ent’s 
special drought relief committee, 
and A ssistant AAA A dm inistra­ 
tor Gerald P. Thom e will partici­ 
pate with w estern cattlem en. 
Officials have delay ed starting 
the purchase for several week s, 
although m achinery has been fully 
set up and ready to swing into 
action, in the hope tha t suffcient 
feeding places can be found in 
areas not devastated by drought 
to care for cattle from hard-hit 
regions. 
Sta rt Delay ed 
Officials desire to delay sta rt 
of 
the program because large- 
scale federal cattle purchases and 
the ensuing slaughter, while prob­ 
ably resulting in an immediate 
price 
slump, 
eventually

Too Much Sunlight Often as Bad as too Little

One even 
was mentally deranged for 24 
hours.j_Sunburn is just the same 
as any other burn, and It Is well 
known that if more than a certain 
percentage ef the surface of the 
skin Is involved In a severe burn 
the outcome is fatal. 
When the 


whole skin surface Is Involved in 
a light burn, then It Is no wonder 
that the victim is ill. 


The rood effects of aunllerht 


properly used, however, are unaev- 
niable. In a study In a scientific 
magazine for April, 1936, called 
"Sunlight and Health", Laurens 
has reviewed the knowledge con- 
cerning its action. 


Certain rays pass through the 


outer layer of the skin into the 
deeper strata. The extreme ultra- 
violet rays are reflected from or 
absorbed by the upper layer of 
skin. The longer ultraviolet rays, 
the visible and the near infra-red 
rays penetrate these upper layers 
and affect the deep layers and even 
the tissues beneath the skin. 


Besides the well-known effect of 


sunlight in forming Vitamin D and 
thus assisting in bone formation, 
sunlight affects the blood. 
It in- 


creases those peculiar bodies In the 
blood called the platelets, which 
help the blood to clot and thus are 
useful in some of the hemorrhagic 
diseases called "purpurEfV. It also 
can be used, along with the regu- 
lar medical and dietetic treatment, 
of certain forms of anemia. 
It 


lowers blood pressure slightly. It 
helps in the healing of indolent 
wounds and ulcers of the skin. 
While it is valuable in certain kinds 
of skin and bone tuberculosis, it is 
best not used too intensively In 
tuberculosis of the lungs. 


But the good results are ob- 


tained with very small amounts of 
exposure. 
If the 
blood is im- 


proved by sunlight It does so in a 
very short time, and repeated doses 
do not cause any greater advance. 


After a good tan is acquired the 


pigment in the skin largely pre- 
vents the penetration of all rays 
to the deeper structures, and hence 
any action except Vitamin D for- 
mation is stopped-

Laurens

Certain rays pass through the 
outer layer of the skin into the 
deeper strata. The extreme ultra­ 
violet rays are reflected from or 
absorbed by the upper layer of 
skin. 
The longer ultraviolet rays, 
the visible and the near infra-red 
rays penetrate these upper layers 
and affect the deep layers and even 
the tissues beneath the skin. 
Besides the well-known effect of 
sunlight in forming Vitamin D and 
thus assisting in bone formation, 
sunlight affects the blood. 
It in­ 
creases those peculiar bodies in the 
blood called the platelets, which 
help the blood to clot and thus are 
useful in some of the hemorrhagic 
diseases called “ purpurtes. 
It also 
can be used, along with the regu­ 
lar medical and dietetic treatment, 
of certain forms of anemia, 
rt 
lowers blood pressure slightly. 
It 
helps in the healing of indolent 
wounds and ulcers of the skin. 
While it is valuable in certain kinds 
of skin and bone tuberculosis, it is 
best not used too intensively In 
tuberculosis of the lungs. 
But the good results are ob­ 
tained with very small amounts of 
exposure. 
If the blood 
Is Im­ 
proved by sunlight it does so in a 
very short time, and repeated doses 
do not cause any greater advance. 
After a good tan is acquired the 
pigment in the skin largely pre­ 
vents the penetration of all rays 
to the deeper structures, and hence 
any action except Vitamin D for­ 
mation Is stopped
